Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—Charges 
of a "leak" of advance information on 
President "Wilson's peace note includ- 
ing other charges that somebody prof- 
its on it in the stock m a r k e t gained 
f u r t h e r official attention today when 
Senator Stone, democrat, spoke on the 
subject and Thoma.s W. Lawson, of 
Boston, 
conferred 
with 
Chairman 
Henry of the house rules committee 
about a proposed congressional inves- 
tigation. 


Senator Stone arose to a question of 
personal privilege. 
lie said that con- 
fidential 
communications 
concerning 
the honor of the nation had fallen into 
improper hands, but said he had no 
information as to wliether a 
"leak" 
occuried as lecently reported. 
If so, 
he believed it would be traceable to 
departmental employes. 


Scoundrel, Says Stone. 


"If it is true that any public official 
has or did use any secret or confiden- 
tial information as alleged," said Sen- 
ator Stone, "he 
is 
an 
unspeakable 
scoundrel. 
If any man in legi.slative 
life—if any senator—did 
it which I 
believe to be absolutely impossible, he 
ought to be dismissed from his office 
or this body. 


"I do know," said 
Senator 
Stone, 
"that things have occurred in tlie de- 
partments that ought not to be po~- 
sible. 
I know that confidential com- 
munications to foreign 
governments 
by some means found their way into 
the hands of men not authorized to re- 
ceive them. 
These did not concern 
stock market speculation, but it did 
concern the honor of the nation. Ilow 
this has happened I do not know, but 
it could have happened only through 
the 
instrumentality 
of en'ployes. 
I 
fear that this betrayal of public con- 
fidence is in some way traceable to our 
civil service."

Allies' Reply to Wilson 
Peace Noté About Ready 
for Delivery. 


London, Jan. 2.—The final draft of 
the reply of the entente to President 
Wilson's peace note which already has 
been approved by F r a n c e and 
Great 
Britain hâs been forwarded to Italy 
and Russia and as no changes have 
been suggested thus f a r f r o m those 
quarters it is not improbable the note 
will be delivered to the American a m - 
bassador in Paris, William G. Sharp, 
within a short time. 


It is understood here that the nòte 
may possibly be handed to Mr. Sharp 
tomorrow. 
Belgium, however, 
had 
made her request a t the last moment 
that the statement of her cause be 
added to the reply to the central pow- 
ers and similar additions or delays may 
occur in the case of the note to Presi- 
dent Wilson.

The doctor weighs 
200 pounds, whereas her husband tips 
th^ beam around 140 pounds. 


/kcDougall at first was unable to 
ihake much of an explanation except 
to say he did not force his wife to jump 
ipff the rear porch nor aid he pursue 
er. 
Finally he said his wife had 
struck him and then told him to go to 
hpr operating room for salve that she 
might dresB his wound. 


He said when he tried to return he 
found the door barricaded and he was 
so befuddled by the blow she gave him 
he didn't know what was happening 
until he was found.

manufacturing effort which 
Germany is making for ine campaign 
of 1917—an effort upon wWch the en- 
tire manhood 
force of Ithe nation 
v/hich can be spared from the front 
and their regular occupations is being 
concentrated under First Quartermas- 
ter General von Ludendorf's universal 
labor service law. 


Counting four months before the re- 
newal of the war in full vigor on all 
fronts, these figures mean a hew im- 
mense supply of cannon of all calibers 
from field guns up to the gigantic how- 
itzers, to meet the gigantic effort which 
the entente allies 
are expected to 
make in this, the third year of Kitch- 
ener's prophesy to turn the scale of 
the war. 


Along with these guns the Germpn 
factories ar« turning out correspond- 
ingly stupendous quantities of ammu- 
nition, and the production of machine 
guns, each of which virtually replaces 
a platoon of men, has been placed on 
a scale far beyond that of the past 
year. 


To produce great masses of war ma- 
terial, thousands of skilled men have 
been brought and are being brought 
back from the front and placed in 
the munition fr.ctories. 
These men 
are replaced in the ranks by levies set 
free by the universal labor service bill 
and by a widespread coming out of 
ablebodied men from hitherto exempt 
occupations.

Increased Surplus Thirty 
Thousand. 


Gave Stockholders 4 Per Cent and Dis- 
tributed Five Hundred Dollar« 
Among Employes.

have been readied by leaders of the 
two parties. 


The new blK limits total contribu- 
tions in a ' presidential campaign to 
$1,500,000, limits individual contribu- 
tions to $5,000 and prohibits alto- 
gether cnotributions by corporations. 


Naval Appropriations. 


Work of drafting the big naval ap- 
propriation bill probably will be be- 
gun by the bouse naval committee to- 
morrow.

Higher Second-Class Razees. 


The annual postolfice appropriation 
bill reported to the house today car- 
ried provisions to increase rates on 
newspaper magazines and other sec- 
ond-class matter by a zone system, 
establish penny postage on local let- 
ters and impose heavier penalties fbr 
sending liqubr through the mails. The 
bill would appropriate $329,533,120, 
$4,000,000 more than the current post- 
office act, readjust rural carriers' sal- 
aries and increase the pay of a num- 
ber of employes. 


Magazine publishers have protested 
vigorously against the rate increase, 
which would affect only ];:^blications 
carried more 
than 
300 
miles and 
Postmaster 
General 
Burleson 
pro- 
posed to Chairman Moon of the house 
postoffice committee a substitute pro- 
vision to postpone the effectiveness of 
the increase for a year after the meas- 
ure becomes a law.- The bill as re- 
ported would make the new rates ap- 
ply after June 30, however, and Mr. 
Moon has not indicated what action 
will be recommended on Mr. Burle- 
son's suggestion. 
The bill probably 
will be debated in the house within a 
few days. 


One section provides that after July 
30 next, rural carriers' pay shall be 
based on length of routes, time re- 
quired to serve them and quality of 
mail transported. 
The maximum pay 
would be $2,000 witli a minimum of 
$480 a year. 
No rural route which 
would require an automobile is to be 
established unless the car can be used 
with reasonable regularity throughout 
the year. 
The postmaster is author- 
ized to create a guarantee fund from 
assessments to be levied on postofCice 
employes accountable for postal funds 
or property to Indemnify them.

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The Task Before Congress 


As congress resumes its sessions following the holiday recess it 
finds itself confronted by a program of work almost staggering in 
Tolmnc when one considers the forty-three days in which must be done 
all that is accomplished before the present congress goes out of exis- 
• ^ fence on March 4. Manifestly there can be no loafing if the program 
IS to be gotten out of the way, and nothing short of exceptional celer- 
ity in the dispatch of business can hope to bring a clean slate by ad- 
journment day. Eail legislation, prohibition and appropriations alone 
are more than suffieioiit to occupy the entire time of the average con- 
gress for the seven weeks remaining, and if anything else whatever 
is to receive attention, there will need to be a speeding up of the leg- 
islative machinery such as this countrj^ has not seen in dealing with a 
general program in a good many years. 


The eenter of interest-, naturally, is held by the proposed railroad 
legislation, which includes the proposal to prevent strikes or lockouts 
on transportation lines pending a public investigation of the condi- 
tions which developed the crisis, a law to empower the president to 
take over railroad and wire lines and to draft into federal service 
their employes in case- of military emergency, and a proposal to in- 
crease the membership of the interstate commerce commission to pro- 
dde for broader field of action by this body. The uncertainty of final 
[lecision regarding the Adamson eight-hour law and the recent failure 
[»f railroad chiefs and' brotherhood representattives to agree on some 
form of compromise are two elements which serve to accentuate the 
importance of the railroad issues confronting congress. 


But these, important as they are, must divide interest with other 
questions before the national law-makers. Among these is the issue 
of nation-wide prohibition bj'- constitutional amendment, equal suff- 
rage by the same roulé, vocational training, the corrupt practices act, 
legislation to meet the deficit that looms at the close of the fiscal year, 
and a complete catalogue of appropriation bills to provide funds for 
departmental operation for the neAv year. This, in a general way, 
summarizes the mountain of Avork piled up in front of the congress- 
men in the few brief weeks of official life left them. It will be amaz- 
ing if it is gotten out of the way instead of being pushed off to the 
calendar of the new congrcss next December, and unfortunate if it is 
(lot. There doesn't appear to be much prospect for the former con- 
tingency. The task is too big and the time is too short, measured by 
the ordinary standards of congressional accomplishment, for so many 
of the congressmen must talk, or explode—and talking takes time.

E a c h county superintend- 
ent in the United States is today re- 
ceiving an urgent request f r o m ihe Na- 
tional Education 
association

him to assume the leadership and per- 
fect the organization in his county. 


Every child in the United 
States 
will, under this plan, be permitted not 
only to compete f o r the cash prizes, 
aggregating more than $1,0(^0, which 
are being offered for t h r i f t 
essays, 
but the winner in each county will be 
given a special medal and. It is,urged, 
will be invited to appear on the pro- 
g r a m of the county institute and read 
his prize winning essay. 


A statement sent out by the secre- 
tary of the National Education asso- 
ciation says, "As near as we can esti- 
mate, more than 20,000 school chil- 
dren participated in the thrift, essay 
contest last year; 11 contestants, rep- 
resenting 
8 states,

prizes. 
This year Ave are asking each 
county superintendent to have a con-

medal. 
These medals have been pro- 
vided by S. W. Strauss, president of 
the American Society of Thrift. 
It is

added to the fact that the premier has * 
placed himself openly on the side of 
the allies, to whom he is l)ound by 
material consideration. 
Spain is the 
only European neutral country which 
has allowed the opportunity to pass to 
intervene as mediator in the great ca- 
lamity afflicting the continent and has 
been obliged to make way for the 
United States of America." 


The article, which is held to be in- 
sulting and libelous to Premier Rom- 
anones, has caused strong Indignation 
in both the liberal and conservative 
press. 
The Imperial says that another 
Germanophile newspaper, the Tribuna, 
will also be prosecuted and that the 
minister of justico has sent a circular 
to the district 
attorneys 
throughout 
Spain, instructing them to "prosecute 
any newspaper printing anything in- 
sulting to foreign countries or their 
representatives.

Politicians in Washington 
Confident Issue Must 
Be Faced.

Washington, D. C.. Jan. 2.—^The new 
year dawns with the tacit admission 
by politicians that prohibition Is now 
ft live national issue. 


Bryan was right. 
Prohibition is the livest issue at the 
present session of congress, not except- 
ing our old friend H. C. of L.. 


The senate has done little else ex- 
cept to debate the Sheppard bill for 
making the nation's capital dry. 


On the house side the constitutional 
Hmendment is to the front. The judi- 
ciary committee has reported this to 
the house for its consideration. 
They 
faiioo to make consideration without 
¡recommendation. 


Their report "passed the buck" first 
to the rules committee and second to 
individual member-s. 
The amendment 
cannot come before the house without 
a special dispensation from the rules 
committee, and it is to this body the 
prohibitionists will turn their attention 
now. 
Probably Representative Henry 
and his associates will be grlad to "pass 
the buck" again to the house, and the 
members of the house, who hope to 
escape an embarrassing vote, will be 
obliged to go on record one way or the 
other. 


To say the prohibition amendment 
will pass congress would be a very dar- 
ing prediction. 
It takes a two-thirds 
vote in both houses to propose a con- 
Btitutional amendment. 


At the same time, prohibition has be- 
come such an important political is- 
ïiue that it may be determined as the 
wise policy of one or both parties to 
pass it on to the states, which would 
be the effect of proposing a constitu- 
tional amendment. 


Then the prohibitionists would have 
to transfer their activities to the state 
legislatures and make winning cam- 
paigns in three-fourths of the states be- 
fore the liquor traffic would be abol- 
ished by constitutional prohibition. 


The Anti-Saloon league professes to 
believe that help rather than opposi- 
tion may be expected from the white 
house. 


Col. Bryan thinks prohibition will 
be the big party issue in 1920.

The annual postofficc appropriation 


bill reported to the house today car- 
ried provisions to Increase rates on 
newspaper magazines and other sec- 
ond-class matter by a-zone system, 
establish penny postage on local let- 
ters and Impose heavier penalties for 
sending liquor through the mails. The 
bill would appropriate $329,533,120, 
$4.000,000 more than the current post- 
office act, readjust rural carriers' sal- 
aries and increase the pay of a num- 
ber of employes.

Postmaster General Burleson pro- 
posed to Chairman Moon of the house 
postofficc committee a substitute pro- 
vision to postpone the effectiveness of 
the increase for a year after the meas- 
ure becomes a law.

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The Task Before Congress 


As^ congress resumes its sessions following the holiday recess it 


finds itself confronted by a program of work almost staggering in 
volume when one considers the forty-three days in which must be done 
all that is accomplished before the present congress goes out of exis- 
tence on March -i. Manifestly there can be no loafing if the program, 
is to be gotten out-of the way, and nothing short of exceptional celer- 
ity in the dispatch of business can hope to bring a clean slate by ad- 
journment day. Rail legislation, prohibition and appropriations alone 
are more than sufficient to occupy the entire time of the average con- 
gross for the seven weeks remaining, and if anything else whatever 
is to receive attention, there .will need to be. a speeding up of the leg- 
isrative machinery such as this country has not seen in dealing -with, a 
general program in a good many years. 


- The center of interest, naturally, is held by the proposed railroad 


legislation, which includes the proposal to prevent strikes or lockouts 
on transportation lines pending a public investigation of the condi- 
tions which developed the crisis, a law to empower the president to 
take over railroad and wire lines and to draft into federal sen-ice 
their employes in oaxo of military emergency, and a proposal to in- 
crease the membership of the interstate commerce commission to pro- 
vide for broader field of action by this body. The uncertainty of final 
decision regarding the Adamson eight-hour law and the recent failure 
of railroad chiefs and brotherhood reprc.scntattivos to agree on some 
form of compromise are two elements which serve to accentuate the 
importance of the railroad issues confronting congress. 


But these, important as they are, must divide interest with other 


questions before the national law-makers. Among these is the issue 
'of nation-wide prohibition by constitutional amendment, equal suff- 


• - rage by the same route, vocational training,'the corrupt practices act, 


legislation to meet the deficit that looms at the close of the fiscal year, 
and a complete catalogue of appropriation bills to provide funds for 
departmental operation for the new year. This, in a. general way. 
sommarizes the mountain of work piled up in front of the congress- 
men in the few brief weeks of official life left them. It will be amaz- 
ing if it is gotten out of the way instead of being pushed off to the 
calendar of the new congress next December, and unfortunate if it is 
uot. There doesn't appear to be much prospect for the former con- 
tingency. The task is too big and the time is too short, measured by 
the ordinary standards of congressional accomplishment, for so many 
of the congressmen must talk, or explode—and talking lakes time.

Effort to Teach Saving in 


America Takes on Vast 


Scope. 


New York, Jan. 2.—School chil- 


dren in all public and private schools 
in every city and hamlet in America 
are being marshaled into one great 
army of thrift workers 
under 
the 


guidance of tho Xational Educational 
association and the' American Society 
for Thrift. Each county superintend- 
ent in the United States is today re- 
ceiving an urgent request from ihe Na- 
tional Education 
association asking 


him to assume the leadership and per- 
fect the organization in his county. 


Every chilB in the United States 


will, under this plan, be permitted not 
only to compete for tho cash prizes, 
aggregating more than $1,000, which 
are being offered for thrift essays, 
but the winner in each county will be 
given a special medal and, it is urged, 
will be invited to appear on the pro- 
gram of the county institute and read 
his prize winning essay. 


A statement sent out by the secre- 


tary of the National Education asso- 
ciation says, "As near as we can .esti- 
mate, more than 20,000 school chil- 
dren participated in the thrift essay 
contest last year; 11 contestants, rep- 
resenting 8 states, 
were 
awarded 


prizes. This year we are asking each 
county superintendent to have a con- 
test within his county on any plan 
which may be deemed feasible and to 
the winner of the contest in each 
county there 
will be 
presented a 


medal. These medals have been pro- 
vided by S. W. Strauss, president of 
the American Society of Thrift. It is 
suggested that the county superintend- 
ent give notice of the contest to each 
school in the county whether public 
or private, rural or city, specify the 
number of essays to be received from 
each and permit the school to sug- 
gest the manner of selection. In most 
counties, patrons' institutes or teach- 
ers' institutes are held and we sag-. 
gcst that In making up the program 
for one of these the writer of the 
winning essay be asked to read the 
same and you award the medal to the 
•writer at that time." 


An Indication of the v.-irtespread in- 


terest in this matter is shown by the 
fact that the National Education asso- 
ciation has placed an order for 2,500 
medals and Secretary D. W. Springer 
states he believes the number of coun- 
ties competing in the great American 
essay contest will even -exceed this 
number.

Madrid, Jan. 2.—The Germanophile 


newspaper TTacclon will be prosecuted 
for printing a statement from "a high 
diplomatic personage in relation with 
the central empires," declaring that 
President Wilson's note was a severe 
lesson for Spain. 


"Warnings have not been lacking," 


said the statement. "Warnings against 
getting involved in tho contraband 
business, which in the end will turn 
out to be a bad business. The lesson 
ii all the more significant when it Js 
added to the fact that the premier has 
placed himself openly on the side of 
the allies, to whom he is bound by 
material consideration. 
Spain is tho 


only European neutral country which 
has allowed the opportunity to pass to 
intervene as mediator in the great ca- 
lamity afflicting the continent and has 
been obliged to make way for the 
United States of America." 


The article, which is held to be In- 


sulting and libelous to Premier Rom- 
anones, has caused strong indignation 
in both the liberal and conservative 
press. The Imperial says that another 
Germanophile newspaper, the Tribuna, 
will also be prosecuted and that tho 
minister of justice has sent a circular 
to the district attorneys throughout 
Spain, instructing therti to prosecute 
any newspaper printing anything in- 
sulting to foreign countries or their 
representatives.

Washington. ID. C.. Jan. 8.—between 


eighty and one hundred new subma- 
rines of the large type are nearlng 
completion in German ship yards, ac- 
cording to official information In pos- 
eession of our state department. This 
Is part of the evidence in President 
Wilson's possession which leads him 
to feel that the German peace pro- 
posals are not expected by Germany 
to bear early fruits, also that the next 
three months will be more trying for 
the United States than 
any three 


months of the war. Drastic things are 
destined to happen in the shipping 
world. When Germany resumes the 
Von Tirpitz policy of "frightfulness" 
and begins sinking neutral vessels 
without warning and carrying the 
submarine war perhaps even to Amer- 
ican ports, it will be hard to keep the 
TThlted States out of the world war. 
Germany is evidently 
intending to 


make a last desperate try at block- 
ading the British islands and cutting 
off the enemy's food and ammunition 
supply. Add to this the British plan 
to mobilize tinder government control 
all British shipping and to arm mer- 
chantmen and to devote this shipping 
to the exclusive task of carrying muni- 
tions and supplies to British ports, and 
the situation becomes a grave one. 
The need for an American government- 
owned merchant marine incidentally 
becomes painfully evident. The atti-

Politicians in Washington 


Confident Issue Must 


Be Faced. 


BY GILSO1V GARDNER. 


Washington, D. C.. Jan. 2.—The new- 


year dawns with the tacit admission 
by politicians that prohibition Is now 
a lir* national issue. 


Bryan TVOS right. 
Prohibition is the -Uvest issue at the 


present session of congress, not except- 
ing our old fnend H. C. of L. 


The senate has done little else ex- 
eep$ to debate the Shcppard bill for 
niaking the nation's capital dry- 


On the house side the constitutional 


Amendment is to the front. The judi- 
eiary committee lias reported this to 
tho house for its consideration. They 
talma to make consideration without 
recommendation. 


Their report "passed the buck" first 


to the rules committee and second to 
Individual members. The amendment 
cannot come before the house without 
a special dispensation from the rules 
committee, and it is to this body the 
prohibitionists will turn their attention 
now. Probably Representative Henry 
*nd his associates will be glad to "pass 
the buck" again to the house, and the 
members of the house, who hope to 
escape an embarrassing vote, will be 
obliged to go on record one way or the 
other. 


To say the prohibition amendment 


Will pass congress would be a very dar- 
ing prediction. It takes a two-thirds 
vote in both houses to propose a con- 
stitutional amendment. 


At the same time, prohibition has be- 


come such an important political 1s- 
lue that it may be determined as the 
wise policy of one or both parties to 
pass It on to the states, which would 
be the effect of proposing a constitu- 
tional amendment. 


Then the prohibitionists would have 


to transfer their activities to the state 
legislatures and make winning cam- 
paigns in three-fourths of the states be- 
fore the liquor traffic would be abol- 
ished by constitutional prohibition. 


The Anti-Saloon league professes to 


believe that help rather than opposi- 
tion may be expected from the white 
house. 


Col. Bryan thinks prohibition will 


be the big party issue in 1920. He 
evidently, therefore, does not look for 
the passage of the amendment-—or its 
ratification if passed—before that date. 
He thinks that If the democrats neg- 
lect to seize the issue they may be 
beaten to it by the republican party.

Getting a dollar's worth for a dollar 


Is a puzzling task. It is a real problem 
for the average woman to know what to 
buy and how much to pay for what she 
gets. 


To offset such conditions the univers- 


ity girls are learning various tests which 
enable them to tell the quality of the 
goods they wish to buy 
Fraud in the 


market prices will be riskier as they 
spread their useful propaganda. 


Some of the testa follow: 


Test of Silk Goods. 


Get a sample of silk at a store. Take 


it home and burn it in a dish or pan, 
saving the ashes as it forms after the 
blaze dies away. If the ash is soft and 
only a small quantity left, the silk is 
pure. If the ash is harsh and gritty, it 
has been adulterated with metals. 


Taffeta dresses, heavily weighted with 


metals, cut out after a few weeks of 
wear. Silk umbrellas, adulterated with 
metals, go to pieces quickly. Dress 
goods will tear apart from weight of 
metals even when hanging in a closet. 


Test for Linens. 


A drop of glycerine on pure linen will 


make the cloth transparent. If the ma- 
terial is adulterated with cotton, the 
transparent effect will not result from 
the glycerine test. 


Heal linen wrinkles easily. It should briskly. Holes filled with starch will be 


feel soft, heavy, smooth and leathery, 
j revealed.

for restoring the balance In baseball, 
which. he contends has been lost 
through the advantages enjoyed by 
the defensive side of the game, were 
advanced today by President Percy 
Haughton, of the Boston club.

Batting averages 
are dropping, indicating there is some- 
thing radically, wrong with the bal- 
ance in baseball. What changes, not 
revolutionary will increase the proba- 
bility of the base hit and the earned 
run? Here as six ideas I have heard 
advanced, each of which has merit: 


"Move first and third bases about 


four or five feet nearer home plate, 
not disturbing the position of second. 


"Eliminate the spitball delivery. 
"Let the batters walk on three balls. 
"Have only one foul strike. 
"Have a much more drastic balk in- 


terpretation. 


"Reduce the width of the plate by 


a few inches."
